Worcester. Mass., Jan. 10—News of a 


hoWible triple murder near Brookfield 
Center reached this city early this morn- 
ing. 
Francis D. Newton, a prosperou8 


farmer, his wife Sarah, and a 10-years-old 
adopted daughter, Ethel, 
were 
the 


victims. 
There were found 
terribly 


mantrled in their home about two miles 
from Brookfield Center on the Sturbridge 
road last night. , 


The hired man has been missing since 


Friday night, when it is thought that 
the awful crime was committed. 
The 


authorities are searching for him, as alj 
the evidence in the case seems to point to 
his guilt. 


Neighbors were drawn to make an in- 


vestigation of the house last night by the 
lowing of the unfed cattle in the barns 
The three members of the family were 
found in their blood-soaked beds, horri- 
bly cut with an axe which was found near 
by. The bodies of the woman and child 
were found on a bed on the first Soor. 
The bed clothes were thrown over their 
heads, leaving the lower parts of the 
bodies exposed. The abdomens had been 
horribly cut with the axe. The body of 
Mr. Newton was found on a bed upstairs, 
cut and with the bed clothes thrown over 
his head like the other two bodies. 


It is believad that the murder was com- 


mitted Friday night, when the hired 
man, whose only known name is Paul 
was last seen. He was then going away 
from the house. No one went to the 


house on Saturday, and yesterday after- 
noon a neighbor noticed the condition of 
the cattle, who seemed to be suffering 
from the lack of food. He fed them and 
went home, thinking the family had gone, 
away on a visit. 


As night approached and the family did 


not appear, several neighbors opened a 
window and entered the house, making 
the <T Lastly discoveries of the bodies. The 
authorities were immediately notified,bnt 
there was considerable delay owing to 
some confusion as to who was entitled to 
act. The authorities are making every 
possible effort to find the hired man. 


The triple murder is the most awful in 


the series of crimes which have shocked 
the rural towns of the state during the 
past year. Little is known of the man 
Paul, and no reason can be assigned yet 
for the murder except robbery, Newton 
had considerable money, and sometimes 
had sizeable sums in the house. 


During the forenoon today it developed 


that Mr. Newton was known to have had 
a sum of money in the house with which 
to buy a horse. The hired man knew 
this. The house had been ransacked, and 
it is believed that Paul searched for the 
money. The house was saturated with 
kerosene, for an evident plan to burn it_ 
No blaze had been set, however. 


It was learned this noon that the man 


Paul had been heard to call himself Mil- 
er. Mr. Newton was 45 years old and 
Mrs. Newton was 42.

banks full and complete control of the 
paper money of the n-atictn. In Novem- 
ber, 1896, 6,500,000 electors voted ag-ainst 
the retirement of the greenbacks, and 
7,000,000 supported a platforTOXvhichiwas 
silent upon the subject.

OHIO BATTLE BEGINS. 


Lawmakers Meet Today. 


The Ballottitig Will 


Come Tomorrow. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 10.—The Ohio legis- 


lature met today after the adjournment. 
Qov. Bushnell was inaugurated at noon. 
There was little interest In the cere- 
mony compared with that centered in the 
coming senatorial contest. 


This is the day before tbo balloting be- 


gins. But although it begins tomorrow) 
it is settled in advance that there will 
be no election till Wednesday. Then the 
real fight will come on the joint session. 


On account of previous 
unexpected 


changes, there can be no certainty 01 the 
result till balloting comes. Every mem- 
ber of the legislature is anxiously in his 
place, and the contest is waging more 
bitterly than ever. 


It was just a week ago today that 


•roe senate was organized Dy a vote of 19 
to 17 against him and the house by 56 to 
53 against him, a total of 75 to 70 against 
Banna. The senator's managers claim 
that the standing is now the reverse, and 
{that if there were a ballot today Hanna 
would be elected by 75 to 70. The mem- 
bers of the Democratic steering commit- 
tee have reported to Mr. Kurtz that they 
must hava assurances from him that 
•the dissenting Republicans will hold 
out before they can give him a guarantee 
of the Democratic vote of 65. It is said 
that the committee gave Kurtz till mid- 
might to produce affidavits from at least ] 
eight Republican, members that they 
would vote against Hanna, The Banna 
managers claim that he cannot secure 
the required number of affidavits, and 
that the contest will be over tonight. 


The Kurtz workers say they can spare 


another vote or two and still defeat 
Hanna, but they .insist that they have 
Jost all of their doubtful men now, and 
will stand to the last with at least eight 
(Republicansand the 65 Democratic mem- 
bers against Hanna. They even say 
that they expect to get Manuel of Mont- 
gomery and Griffith of Union back on 
their side again before Tuesday, both 
having left them Saturday. It \s also 
claimed by the opposition that, while 
Senator ' Hanna's fortfss nave ' been 
charging on their lines, they have been 
successfully attacking his lines^and have 
•promises from members on whom the 
senator has been depending. The Hanna 
men claim two more accessions, but they 
•will not aive any names. 
ion to ii'atiiia" nas no net- 


ting yet in its favor. .Bets, ranging from 
5500 to $5000 for even money on Hannahs 
election, have remained posted at the 
Neil House for two days without tak- 
ers, and there are ether bets offered, 
among them being one of $500 by General 
Grosvenor on Hanna's election. None 
of the bets is on the result of the first or 
any ballot, but all are offered on the final 
result. 


The Hanna men sought to have as 


many here as possible in the afternoon 
for the mass convention, and the opposi- 
tion was equally energetic in rallying all 
they could in the different counties for 
the 
morning demonstration. 
While 


Ihe resolutions that will be presented at 
the convention will not differ materially 
from those heretofore adopted in the 
counties, it is intimated that there will 
be one appealing to Senator Foraker, as 
the senior senator from Ohio, to declare 
himself. There is no doubt about the 
tone of the resolutions on Governor 
Bushnell and the bolting Republican 
•members of the legislature, and in them 
Is one which demands the resignation of 
Charles L. Kurtz as the Ohio member 
of the Republican national committee, 
but there are differences of opinion 
among the Republican managers as to 
the Foraked^esolutio-n. 


Since tine epidemic of local indignation 


meetings and the crusade for a general 
gathering here today, some of the mana- 
gers of the opposition, say that two mis- 
tokes have been made on their sidp- rrt'h" 


first alleged mistake was in exposing 
their strength in organizing the K-gisla- 
ture, and the second in allowing it to 
adjourn from Wednesday till Monday, 
so that such members as Manuel of 
Montgomery and Griffith of Union could 
go home and meet their constituents.

considerable stir Sunday over the publi- 
bation of the following- in the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Tribune and in different 
forms in 
other Republican papers: 


"While Sena tor Hanna, and h4smanagers 
have been careful to make no improper 
*use of money in the senatorial contest, 
they have all along known that the 
ethics of the case w«re not so strictly ob- 
served by the opposition. When an op- 
portunity was offered to get incriminat- 
ing evidence against the combine, Mr. 
Hanna's managers were quick to im- 
prove it. A trap was set for the opposi- 
tion and worked through one of the mem- 
bers whom the combination has been 
trying to get away from Senator Hanna, 
Some of the opposition kept trying- to get 
an audience with this member until it 
was decided to accommodate it. Ac- 
cordingly an interview waii arranged for 
in a certain hotel, but in advance the 
precaution had been taken by the mem- 
ber to conceal a stenographer in the 
room who took down every word of the 
interview, an important part of which 
was an> offer of $5000 cash made to the 
member if he would vote against Sena- 
tor Hanna. Just what use will be made 
of the stenographer's notes will be gov- 
erned by the course of the anti-Hanna 
people." 


It is stated on good authority that the 


above case became known to the "op- 
position" soon after the sensational pub- 
lication about the grand jury being called 
on to investigate the action of several 
workers for Hanna. At any rate there 
has been nothing said about the grand 
jury's work since last Wednesday. The 
notes of the secreted stenographer have 
been written out, and they comprise sev- 
eral pages of matter which is in the pos- 
eession of a very prominent Republican. 
The two men who are accused of offering 
65000 are as well known in Ohio politics 
as either the senior or the junior senator 
or the governor. One of them holds an 
important state office and the other has 
been an important oflicial and leader in [ 
this city. 
Eight affidavits of Republican fidelity 


fare wanted by the Democratic com- 
mittae tor the purpose of holding the 65 
Democrats in line. There are some op- 
posed to voting for any Republica-n for 
senator, and about a dozen Democratic 
members have signified their desire to 
vote foi—Congressman John J. Lentz. 
Representative S. W. Cramer of Fau-ld- 
ing county, one of the Democrats, is very 
sick at his rooms, and his physicians say 
he may not be able to be out for a week 
,or more. His vote will be needed to de- 
feat Hanna on the claims of the opposi- 
tion.

BATTLE WITH A MANIAC. 


Two Men Killed and a Third Wounded In 


Tuskaloosa, Ala. 


Birmingham, Ala., Jan. 10.—A terrific 


battle, closing with two deaths and seri-

the kitchen of the state university at 
Tuskaloosa. A man since identified as 
Thomas sMahone, a small farmer, ran 
from home, swam the Warrior river, and, 
feeling cold, unceremoniously entered th€ 
university kitchen to get warm. He kepi 
quiet for an hour, but suddenly broke 
out in violent and incoherent harangues.

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A FAMOUS MULBERRY TREE. 


Planted by Milton In Christ'* College Gar- 


denn, Cambridge. 


In the gardens of Christ's college, 


Cambridge, stands a veuorablo mulberry 
trcie, which, tradition says, was planted 
by Milton during ihe time when he was 
a studout at thu university. Jilhis would 
be between the years 1024 nud JC32, 
for the following copj'i from the Latin 
of his entry of admission, accurately 
fixes the former date, and his admission 
to the degree of M. A., to which ho pro- 
ceeded in the latter year, ended his in- 
timate connection with the university: 
"John Milton, native of London, son 
of John Milton, was initiated in the 
elements of letters under Mr. Gill, mas- 
ter of St. Paul's school; was admitted 
a lesser pensioner Feb. 12, 1024, under 
Mr. Chappell and paid entrance fee, 
10s." 
Ho was then 1(5 years and 2 


mouths old. 


The tree so intimately associated 


with his name is now much decayed, 
but in order to preserve it as much as 
possible from the ravages of time many 
of the branches have been covered with 
sheet lead and are further supported by 
stout wooden props, while the trunk has 
been buried in a mound of earth. 
The 


luxuriance of the foliage and the crop 
of fruit which it annually bears are 
proof of its vitality, but to insure 
against accidents and perpetuate the 
tree an offshoot has been planted close 
by. In the event of a bough breaking 
and falling it is divided with even jus- 
tice among the fellows of the college, 
and many pieces are thus preserved as 
mementos of the poet. It was during 
his residence at Cambridge that ho com- 
posed his ode, "On the Morning of 
Qhrist's Nativity." "Lycidas," too, is 
intimately connected with Milton's life 
at the university, since it was written 
in memory of Edward King, his college 
friend and Contemporary, with whom 
he doubtless shared the same rooms. 


In those days students did not, as 


now, occupy separate apartments, as 
witness the original statutes of the col- 
lego, "In which chambers our wish is 
that the fellows sleep two and two, but 
the scholars four and four," in conse- 
quence of which a much closer intimacy 
was formed among them than is now 
possible. Dr. Johnson relates that Mil- 
ton was flogged at Cambridge, but the 
fact is doubtful, though there is reason 
to suppose that he had differences with 
the authorities in the earlier part of his 
college career, since he was transferred 
from his original tutor. This tree is 
still pointed out to visitors and was un- 
til recent years especially marked by a 
bough of mistletoe growing npon it.— 
Lloyd's Weekly Newspaper.

At last M. Talan- 
dier appeared and got me a place among 
the corps diplomatique. ftoe chamber 
itself was more like our representatives' 
hall at Washington than like the house 
of commons. Tho members had little 
locked desks, and some were writing 
letters, like our representatives, though 
I saw no newspapers. 


The ordinary amount of noise was 


like that in our congress, though there 
was happily no clapping of hands for 
pages, but when the members became 
especially excited, which indeed hap- 
pened very often, it became like a cage 
of lions. For instance, I entered just as 
somebody had questioned the minister 
of war, General Borol, about an alleged 
interference with elections, and his de- 
fiant reply had enraged the Lefts, or 
radicals, who constituted the majority 
of the assembly. They shouted and ges- 
ticulated, throwing up their arms and 
then slapping them on their knees very 
angrily, until the president rang his 
great bell, and they quieted down lest 
he might put on his hat and adjourn 
the meeting. In each case the member 
speaking took his stand in the desk or 
tribune below the president, and the 
speeches were sometimes read, some- 
times given without notes. 


The war minister, a stoat, red faced 


man—always, the radicals say, half in- 
toxicated—stood with folded arms and 
looked ready for a coup d'etat, yet I 
beard it said about me that he would be 
compdlled either to retreat or resign.

Things Once Used or Now Used as Substi- 


tutes Tor the Chinese Herb. 


Of course every one knows that we 


drink a good deal that isn't tea when 
we drink a cup of tea. 
We drink—or 


are supposed to drink—some tea, some 
lead and some straw. But there are sev- 
eral "teas" that the drinkers know are 
not made of tea leaves and yet are not 
adulterated. 


In Peru they drink mate, a tea made 


from the Ilex paraguensis, a species of 
holly.. This is the only mate tea, bnt 
there is a Brazilian tea. gorgonha. call- 
ed mate there; another tea used in Aus- 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and several 
other so called mate teas are made from 
different varieties of the ilex. In Lab- 
rador they make a tea from two species 
of ledum. Oswego tea was made from 
the scarlet monarda, and mountain tea 
from the dwarf evergreen, Gaultheria 
proonmbens. Then clover tea and tansy 
tea and catnip tea and mint tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 


In Sumatra they use coffee leaves to 


tea out of, and the beverage is 


said to be very refresh ing. In Mauritius 
the leaves of an orohid, Angroecum 
fragrans, are used. The Tonquinese 
have teas of their own, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. The Abys- 
Binians make tea out of the leaves of 
the Catha edulis. When a sentinel can't 
leave his post to get a cup of tea, he 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
and he won't feel like going to sleep 
all night. In Tasmania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes for tea; 
in England they used to make a tea of 
sage, betony or rosemary and of rasp- 
berry leaves; in France they use black 
currant leaves and borage to make tea, 
and a century or so ago they gathered 
in English gardens and fields ash, elder 
ami Kin« loaves, and the leaves of white- 
thorn and blackthorn, out of which to 
make tea.

Postal and Traveling Accommodations of 


the Old German City. 


The post relations of ancient Stuttgart 


were unpretentious. 
The two maid- 


servants ;>? the postmaster distributed 
throngh tne city the daily letters, which 
they carried in the same basket with the 
family marketing. Letters were carried 
out of the city by postilions. There was 
a number of couriers, and as a surety 
against mistakes there hung in the post- 
office, beside the curious mail bags, a 
huge whip, with which, when the com- 
mission had been given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening of 
his memory was dealt him. 


Coaches and post wagons were inno- 


cent of any suggestion of comfort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, and in the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
packages and passengers. Up and down 
hill, over ruts'and rocks, the cumbrous 
vehicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers being ever on the defensive 
against the assaults of tumbling boxes 
and bundles. And then the weary slow- 
ness of the way! Formerly the journey 
from Stuttgart to Tubingen was made 
IE 12 hours. The same journey is now 
made in four hours: 
The postilions 


alighted to take refreshments when it 
pleased them, and-one traveler has left 
a dismal record of a journey that he 
once made, during which the driver 
took the horses from the carriage and 
attached them to a hay wagon that had 
been left mired in the mud. The man 
drove the wagon into the next village, 
and when there he joined the grateful 
neighbors in a carousal, while the tired 
r-sseugers languished on the 
dusty

In France the Element of Suspicion Ha* 


Reached the Preternatural aud Is No 
New Thing—How It Influenced the Ac- 
tions of Robespierre. 


At all the great crises of French lifa 


tho element of preternatural suspicion 
has played an important part. Like 
some mischievous Puck it hovers over 
the land, whispering doubts here, mis- 
givings there, converting tho whole na- 
tion into mouchards, whose business it 
is to set a watch ou their neighbors day 
and night. We have such a profound 
admiration for many qualities of the 
French people, such a sincere belief ia 
the necessity of a powerful French fac- 
tor in the complex mesh of modern 
civilization, that we can afford to bring 
this charge of undue suspicion against 
France as a whole. 
No student of 


French history can fail to see the con- 
fusion it has wrought. It is not tha 
growth of yesterday, bat it is almost as 
evident in the memoirs of the France 
of the seventeenth century as on the 
Paris boulevards at the present moment. 


It pervaded the court and the official 


classes in tb,e time of Eichelien, it was 
constantly present iu the mind of Maza- 
riu when negotiating with Cromwell, 
and it is visible all through the pagea 
of the memoirs of De Retz. This spirit 
of preternatural suspicion naturally at- 
tained its climax in the French revolu- 
tion, when, for the first time, the mon- 
archy was involved iu its infinite en- 
tanglements. 


From the moment when the national 


assembly met at Versailles to the day 
when Napoleon was banished to Elba 
universal suspicion filled the air and 
dictated the cruel aspect of French pol- 
icy. The queen was, of course, suspect- 
ed, and justly, in political matters, and 
perhaps it was not altogether unreason- 
able that the suspicion in which she 
was enveloped should have attached to 
her weak but perfectly honest husband, 
who was assumed to be absolutely -un- 
der her fatal influence. 


The attack on the Bastille was ani- 


mated not merely by memories of the 
past, not in the least because of actual 
cruelties at the time, for there was 
none, but mainly because it was sus- 
pected that the Bastille was to be utilized 
as an armed fortress to overawe Paris. 
The day of the "black cockades" and 
the march of the Maenads (to use Car- 
lyle's graphic phraseology) were due to 
excited suspicion. The assembly had 
scarcely organized itself 
before the 


demon of suspicion spread its dusky 
wings over that body, and Mirabean and 
Barnave, at first popular idols, became 
suspected of intrigue with the court. 
The vigorous personalities who came 
to the front all suspected one another. 
To them the famous warning whioh 
Benjamin Franklin addressed to the 
founders of the American republic, 
"Gentlemen, we mnst hang together or 
we shall hang separately, "-would have 
been useless. They could not hang to- 
gether, and they did hang, or were 
guillotined, separately. It wasDanton's 
suspicion of an aristocratic plot which 
caused the September massacres. It was 
pure suspicion that created the most re- 
volting and unjust of all the revolu- 
tionary excesses, the tribunal of Foa- 
qnier-Tinville. Danton in his turn was 
suspected and fell. 


We may, of course, justify the suspi- 


cion of Dumouriez, but what- possible 
explanation can be given of the suspi- 
cion of the harmless astronomer Bailly, 
with his precisian virtues, who paid 
with his head for the dangerous folly 
of meddling with things he did not un- 
derstand? It was obviously a question 
of war to the knife between Jacobin and 
Girondin, for each took an absolutely 
different view of both foreign and in- 
ternal politics; but why could not the 
struggle have been confined to party 
warfare within the walls of the con- 
vention? Why was it necessary to deci- 
mate the Girondin i chiefs? The only 
answer that can be rpade is that suspi- 
cion had grown to snch a pitch that tha 
very existence of Girondism was con- 
sidered incompatible with the security 
of the republic. Men had become fren- 
zied, insane, through constant spying on 
one another's actions and perpetual at- 
tempts to fathom one another's inward 
thoughts, and the "law of suspects" 
was simply a formal expression of na- 
tional craziness. That way madness lies. 
In the porson of Eobespierre preternat- 
ural suspicion attained its most com- 
plete incarnation. His feline nature was 
ever on the dart for its prey. He could 
not bear a good word said of any man 
but he instantly began to revolve in his 
mind the c uestion as to whether there 
were not some concealed motive in the 
praise. The shout of triumphant relief 
which reverberated • over France when 
Eobespierre's head fell" into the basket 
marked the break of the straining point 
of that suspicion which had created and 
sustained the terror. When we remem- 
ber that but for an accident Carnot 
would have fallen a victim to Robes- 
pierre's suspicions and that this suspi- 
cions disposition had led a man of senti- 
mental virtue tn become a wholesale 
murderer, we can understand that feel- 
ing of relief.—London Spectator. 


Bismarck of Jewish Descent. 


Few people are aware that Princ? 


Bismarck is of Hebrew descent. He de- 
rives his Jewish blood fryiu his mother, 
whose father—Anastasius Menken, ono 
of the favorite bureaucrats of Frederick 
the Great—waa of Hebrew parentage. 
Although of late it has-evidently ap- 
peared politic to the prince -to coun- 
tenance the anti-Semitic movement both 
in Germany aud Austria, yet while in 
office he invariably showed himself a 
good friend to the Jewish nation and 
chose tho Hebrew banker at Berlin, 
Baron von Bleichroeder, as bis most 
trusted confidant. Indeed, in those days 
he was so well disposed toward the 
Jews that he even discussed the advis- 
ability of marrying his sons to Jewesses 
en tho ground that it would bring mon- 
ey into the family again and' likewise 
"improve both morally and physically 
tho Bismarck breed."—International 
Review.

Frecolumblan Books In America. 


/ George Byron Gordon, the explorer, 
[Contributes to The Century an account 
'of the discoveries .in Copan under the 
ititleof "The Mysterious City of Hon- 
jdnras." Concerning the ancient race of 
.Mayas-Mr. Gordon says: 


Not only did traditions exist in the 


iminda.of the people, bnt many of the 
old Indian famine's still preserved their 
tooaks, ttie remnants of once extensive 
libraries, in which the history, tradi- 
^iona and customs of the people were re- 
corded. All these books that the Span- 
jiah priests conld lay their hands upon 
ithey burned. Four only have come 
•down to us—priceless relics that in 
K>me unknown manner found their way 
into European libraries, where thoy lay 
bidden until nnearthcd by scholars of 
irecent" years. The books of the Mayas 
•consisted of long strips of paper made 
,from maguey fiber, and folded after the 
manner of a screen so as to form pages 
,abont 9 by 6 inches. These were cover- 
led -with hieroglyphic characters, very 
neatly drawn by hand, in brilliant col- 
lars. Boards were fastened on the outside 
mages, and tbe completed book looked 
[like & neat volume of large octavo size. 
iThe characters in which they are -writ- 
jten are tbe same as those found upon 
',the stone tablets and monuments in tbe 
[mined eities of Paleuque and Copan. 


This system of writing, -which is en- 


itirely distinct from the picture writing 
of the Aztecs, was tbe exclusive posses- 
sion of the Mayas. It -was a highly de- 
jveloped system, and, as invefctigationa 
have shown, em braced a number of pho- 
netio elements. In this respect, as in 
'many others, tho Mayas were far in ad- 
,vance of any other American people. A 
(•venerable bnt vagne and elusive legend 
itnat has come down to us ascribes the 
invention of these characters to Itzam- 
>na, the Maya Cadmus, a great hero god 
.who in the beginning of their history 
•B a nation led the people from the 
east across the sea, gave them laws and 
Dialed over them for many years.

Ctutoma In This Particular Hare Changed 


Radically—At tho Present Time the Per- 
sonal Inclinations of Yuuag Women Are 
Considored. 


Miss Auna L. Bicknell is an English 


lady who has hud most unusual oppor- 
tunities for studying French life. For a 
uirniber of years she was a governess iu 
the household of Napoleon III and re- 
sided in the Tnileries. For The Century 
Miss Dicknoll has written an article on 
"French Wives and Mothers." Misa 
Bickuell says: 


Tho old mariage de convenance, which 


caused so much sorrow and consequent 
evil in former days, when a girl was 
taken out of a convent to be shown the 
man to whom she was about to be mar- 
ried, is now a thing of the past. It must 
be acknowledged, however, that mar- 
riages ;ire still made up, often too has- 
tily and superficially, by nicely balanced 
family arrangements and by the inter- 
vention of friends. Nevertheless, attrac- 
tion and repulsion are now taken into 
consideration, and a girl is no longer 
forced to marry a man whom htie posi- 
tively dislikes. I could quote instances 
iu the very highest (historical 1 aristoc- 
racy where, at tho last moment, after 
the trousseau hurl been sent in (marked, 
according to custom, with the united 
initial letters of tho two names elabo- 
rately embroidered) and all the social 
preparation made, the uisrriago was 
broken off because the bride had de- 
clared that she could not "get accus- 
tomed" to the bridegroom nor endure 
the idea of seeing his face in her homo 
during her natural life.

The 
interests and welfare of their children 
are their first consideration, and won- 
derful sacrifices of their own pleasure 
and enjoyment are made in favor of 
their sons and daughters by the most 
worldly men arid women. These are 
taken as a matter of course; no one 
thinks of doing otherwise or of seeing 
any merit in such acts. 


The mothers especially are unequal- 


ed. Nothing will stand in the way of a 
Frenchwoman where her children's in- 
terests are concerned. This love is so 
engrossing that it swallows up every 
other. They are more mothers than 
wives, and if called upon to choose be- 
tween allowing a husband to go alone 
on a foreign mission or leaving their 
children they would not hesitate. "Mes 
enfants avant tout.''

A botllo dispatched from tho steam- 


ship Guildhall on May 3T, 1894, when 
in 4G degrees north, 81 degrees west, 
almost midway between Brest and New- 
foundland, was picked up on Feb. 18, 
1890, at Aotigua, after a drift of about 
4,500 miles.

on March 20, 180<3, after having accom- 
plished u record drift of nearly 8,000 
miles in loss than 1,000 days.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

There are not many newspapers 
which can afford to defy a large adver- 
tiser.

When Philadelphia Was the Greatest City 


Iu the American Colonies. 


In 1774 Philadelphia was the largest 


town in tho American colonies. Esti- 
mates of the popul,ij ion, whi'ih are all 
we luivp, differ widely, but it was prob- 
;tbly uot far from IIO.OOO. A single city 
uo\v has a larger population than all 
tbn colonies possessed iu 1774, and there 
are in tho Uuitod States today 104 cities 
ami (owns oi ovr IJO.OOO inhabitant1'. 
Figures uloiio, however, cauuot cxpiess 
the difference behv(.":n those days and 
our own. Nuw a t"n> of ;iu,^00 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
Jt is 111 rlof-e touch wirh all the rest of 
the world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, whi come like shadows 
ana so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are immediately 
concerned. It was not so iu 1774, uot 
even in Philadelphia, wuich was as 
nearly as possible tho central point of 
tho colonies as well as the most popu- 
lous city. 


Thanks to the energy and genius of 


Franklin, Philadelphia was paved, light- 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknown 
iu any other town of that period. It 
was well built and thriving. Business 
was active, and the people were thrifty 
and prosperous and lived well. Yet, de- 
spite all these good qualities, we must 
make an effort of tho imagination to re- 
alize how quietly and slowly life moved 
then in comparison to the pace of twlay. 


There in Philadelphia was the center 


of the postal system of the continent, 
and tho recently established mail coach 
called the "Flying Machine,"not in 
jest but in praise, performed the jour- 
ney to New York in the hitherto un- 
equaled time of two days. Another 
mail at longer intervals crept more 
slowly to the south. Vessels of the coast- 
wise traffic or from beyond seas came 
into port at uncertain times and after 
long and still more uncertain voyages. 
The daily round of life was so regular 
and so qujet that any incident or any 
novelty drew interest and attention in a 
way which would now be impossible.— 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge in Scrib- 
ner's.

THE BCSITJESS SITUATION. 


The business outlook at the end of the 


first week of the new year is rsported 
good by the financial authorities. Brad- 
street's says that the year opens with a 
tone of quiet confides- pervading nearly 
all branches of business, with encourag- 
ing activity in the iron trade, a resump- 
tion of work by many thousands of indus- 
trial employes in the western glass indar- 
try, a largely reduced volume of business 
failures as compared with corresponding- 
periods in preceding years'and a gerjFni 
outlook certainly not inferior to any pre- 
vious year at this time. Distributive trade 
has naturally been rather slow panding 
stock-taking and the return of salesmen 
to the field. While the volume of dis- 
tinctive business is no larger industrial j 
activity is a special feature unconfined to 
any one section, but specially notable in 
the West. Resumption of work after the 
holidays has been general and encourag- 
ing in that direction. 


Dun's financial review says that the new 


year began with disappointment for spec- 
ulators in stocks and grain, which is not 
a bad sign. Prices of stocks have gained 
a little, after yielding at first, and close 
73 cents per share higher for railroads 
and 51.05 per share higher for trusts. 
Earnings reported in December, including 
70 roads with a third of the entire mileage 
of the United States, were 10.6 per cent, 
larger than in 1896 and 4.3 per cent, larger 
than in 1892. 


Wheat declined one and three-quarters 


cents, owing to the termination of the 
corner at Chicago, and western receipts 
were about double laft ypar's, with At>- 
lantfc exports 2,840,318 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, against 2,150,909 last year.

speculative estimate makes the quantity 
still" in farmers' hands 40 per cent, of the 
crop, which is quite possible, but the con- 
sumption and exports in half the vear 
ought to take more than 40 per cet t, of 
the year's supply. Cotton was a disap- 
pointment to many because it did not 
change at all in spot price, although the 
accounts of reduction in wages by New 
England works warrant hope of larger 
consumption. 
The cotton manufacture 


is a little encouraged by larger demand 
for goods since the reduction in prices 
and the abstention of buyers for months 
past has probably been due in large 
measure to expectation ot that reduction, 
but with the certainty that the prin( 
cloth works are to continue, prices bavt 
further declined to 2,12 cents. 


The woolen and worsted mills are both 


buying wool qnite largely at prices close 
to tl.e best, for reports which declared 
there were no concessions a month a,->r 
are now rejoicing that the recent raggert- 
ness in prices has passed away. Behind 
all the market reports there is the fact 
that cousump'Jon of wool has for about 
five months been the largest ever known, 
and the buying indicates, as does the de- 
mand, that a satisfactory half year h ex 
ppcted. The iron manufacture has bee 
furthur encouraged by unusual bujineB 
for the season.

Chairman Loud Attributes the Deficit to 


the So Called "Libraries" Mailed at Sec- 
ond Class Kates—The Call For Cheaper 
Letter Pout»ce. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—[Speci.il.]—Ono 


of tho most important subjects before con- 
grej-b is that oi' stopping the annual deficit 
in tlio revenues of tho postollice dopart- 
luent. The dullest has now grown to $13,- 
000,000 a year. Chairman Loud of tho 
postortico committee of the house makes 
tho startling statement that if tho postal 
bu unc.-o of tlii.'country were turned over 
to a private corporation it would bo man- 
aged at a profit of from $30,000,000 to 
810,000,000 a year instead of a loss of $13,- 
000,000. At tho same timo no one pro- 
poses to turn the postoilico over to a prl- 
vnto corporation. It is sofo to say that if 
such a proposition were brought "orward 
in congress it could not command a dozen 
votes in tho two houses. 


Cause of the Deficit. 


But whore does tho postoffice department 


fall behind §18,000,000 a year in its in- 
come account? Certainly not through car- 
rying letters and postal cards and other 
first class mail matter, because this mnttor 
earns 33 cents a pound, while the average 
cost of handling all mail matter is only 8 
cents a pound; nor from carrying third 
class matter, such as books, pamphlets 
and circulars, which pays 8 cents n pound, 
or just about the cost of handling; nor 
yet from fourth class matter, such as pat- 
terns, samples and small articles of mer- 
chandise, for this pays 16 cents a pound, 
or double the cost of transmission. 


But it is different with second class mat- 


ter, according to the postoffico committee. 
It says that 85 per cent of all the weight 
carried in this class is composed of books 
and pamphlets which should be mailed as 
third class matter, but by pretending to 
issue their books as "periodicals"—that 
is, weekly, monthly, semimonthly or quar- 


| terly—tho publishers claim the right Co 


mail their stuff in quantities ranging from 


, an ounce to a ship's cargo at the second

Second Class Matter.

Chairman Loud ascertains from the fig-

cost of handling, which would be $10,500,- 
000, or a total expense entailed by second , 
class matter of §43;000,000 a year.

Chairman Loud'a Bill. 


It is not proposed to increase the rates 


on all kinds of second class matter. 
The 


bill now pending in the house provides 
that newspapers, magazines and all legiti- 
mate periodicals shall be allowed to enjoy 
all the privileges which they now possess. 
The reform is aimed at the misuse of the 
mails by publishers who dump in their 
books and so called "libraries" at a rate of 
postage which pays only one-eighth the 


i cost of handling. Mr. Loud asks if the 


I government is going to carry this kind of 


freight at one-eighth the cost, why does it 
not carry wheat and corn and cotton and 
clothing and groceries and machinery at 
the game ruinous rate. 


There is in the country a great demand 


for a reduction of letter postage to 1 cent 
an ounce. 
The claim is made that if all 


this fraudulent second class matter was 
compelled to pay a proper rate of postage 
the letter rate could be reduced. Of course 
it is not thought possible to save all of the 
§40,000,000 a year which the government 
now loses in this way, but it is believed 
that by enacting the law proposed by the 
postoilico committee $10,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000 a year mny be saved. 


Reform Long Demanded. 


It is a curious thing that tho agitation 


for this reform has been going on for ten 
years and nothing has been accomplished. 
Tho house has twice passed bills looking 
10 correction of the evil, but they have not 
become laws. The newspaper and maga- 
giuu publishers of the country, almost 
without exception, favor the reform. Most 
of the so called "libraries" are reprints of 
foreign books. Out of 2,080 volumes in 
one "library" only 75 were found by Mr. 
bpofford of tho library of congress to bo 
of American origin. Of 600 in another 
series only 20 were American. Tho claim 
is jimdo, therefore, that if the government 
goefa on carrying these publications at loss 
than cost, it encourages foreign authors at 
tho expense of our homo writers. 


Nearly all the books published for mail- 


ing at this low rate of postage aro novels, 
and many of them aro of a character not 
calculated to improve the tastes of their 
readers. All tho "flashy" or erotic writers 
of the old world have had their works re- 
produced by tho thousands of tons in 
these cheap "libraries." For theso reasons 
tho postolKco committee of tho houso 
argues that if any discrimination is to bo 
shown in the rates, it should be against 
such literature and in favor of tho legiti- 
mate newspapers, magazines and periodi- 
cals of the L'nited States.

The English have 
begun sinking them along the Berber- 
Suakiu road, finding water there as 
abundant as it was in the regions near 
the.Xilo when their first experimental 
•wells were put down. Plowing nncier 
the Saharan sands there may be water 
enough to fertilize oases all over it3 
sterile expanse and rescue it in a meas- 
ure from its historic barrenness and 
desolation. Some years ago a French 
engineer proposed to cut a canal from 
the Mediterranean to the lower desert 
.levels, thus creating a new inland sea, 
or, 'rather, restoring an old one, but for 
sorrio reason the project was abandoned. 


Local irrigation by means of artesian 


borings is a more judicious expedient, 
and, 
the English having pointed the 


•way in this direction, the French are 
quite likely to follow it. Only a narrow 
desert belt separates their possessions in 
north and middle Africa, reaching from 
the Mediterranean to the Niger, and it 
is quite worth their while to fertilize it 
and plant it with palm groves and date 
orcbarrls if possible, at any rate to pro- 
vide water enough to supply their pres- 
ent caravans and perhaps their future 
locomotives.~New York Tribune.

should be avoided, as they have already 
been endowed with a sufficient amount 
of sugar, and as all the starch and cere- 
als are converted into sngar any farther 
amount would be stored in the system, 
to its detriment.

The French Peasant. 


The French peasant has an independ- 


ent means of existence. Ho owns the 
soil he tills. If he employs laborers, 
they at least will own a house and gar- 
dan and hope to own a plot. The Eng- 
lish villager is either a small tradesman 
or a laborer. A garden which he culti- 
vates but doss not own is, as a rule, the 
extent of his possessions. There are two 
classes in an Engish village, and theso 
may be subdivided into various religions 
sects. There is only oae class in our 
French commune—a fact which has a 
material bearing upon the social econ- 
omy of the community. Every inhab- 
itant of tho commv.ae is a proprietor of 
something, and all are bent on saving; 
yet, with all thuir individualism, they 
combine for common and mutual inter- 
est. This is illustrated by the organiza- 
tion of tho syndicate for buying at 
Wholesaje prices. They unite for the 
cultivation of t,ho soil, lending oaoh 
other horses and making np teams. 
Every commune han a field, which is 
common property and where, on pay- 
ment of a trifling fee, animals graze. 
Aftor tbe harvest all tho fislds become 
fiovnmon property, and the gros betail 
and the cthor betail are allowed to roam 
at large.—Contemporary Review.

At this season of the year the clubhouses 


• cf our towns and cities are in full play. I 
, have found out that there is a legitimate 


and an illegitimate use of tho clubhouse. 
In tho one case it may become a healthful 
recreation, like the contest of the 34 3oen 
ia the test when they began their play; 
in the other case it becomes the massacre 
of body, "mind and' soul, as in the caso of 
theso contestants of the text when they 
had gone too far with their sport. All in- 
telligent ages have had their gatherings j 
for political, social, artistic, literary pur- 
poses—gatherings characterized by the 
blunt old Anglo-Saxon designation of 
"club." 


Fsmoni Clubs. 


If you have read history, you know 


that there was a King's Head club, a Ben 
Jonson club, a Brothers' club, to which 
Swift and Bolingbioke"belonged; a Liter- 
ary club, which Burke and Goldsmith and 
Johnson and Boswell made immortal; a 
Jacobin club, a Benjamin Franklin Junto 
club—some of these to indicate justice, 
some to favor the arts, somo to promote 
good manners, gome to despoil the habits, 
some to destroy the soul. If one will write 
an honest history of the clubs of England, 
Ireland, Scotland, Prance and the United 
States for the last 100 years, he will write 
the history of tho world. Tho club was an 
institution born on English soil, but it 
has thrived well in American atmosphere. 
\Vho shall tell how many belong to that 
kind of club where men put purses togeth- 
er and open bouse, apportioning tho ex- 
pense of caterer and servants and room, 
and having a sort of domestic establish- 
ment—a style of clubhouse which in my 
opinion is far better than the ordinary 
hotel or boarding hnuse? But my object 
now is to speak of clubhouses of a differ- 
ent sort, such as the Cosmos or Chevy 
Chase or Lincoln club of this capital, or 
the Union Leagues of many cities, tho 
United Service club of London, the Lotos 
of Xew York, whore journalists, drama- 
tists, sculptors, painters and artists from 
all branches gather together to discuss 
newspapers, theaters and elaborate art, 
like tho Americus, which camps out in 
summer time, dimpling tho pool with its 
hook and arousing the forest with its stag 
hunt; like the Century club, which has 
its large group cf venerable lawyers and 
poets; like the Army and Xavy club, where 
those who engaged in warlike service once 
on the land or tho sea now come together 
to talk over tho days of carnage; like the 
Kew York Yacht club, with its floating 
palaces of beauty upholstered with velvet 
and paneled with ebony, having all the 
advantages of electric boll, and of gaslight, 
and of king's pantry, one pleasure boat 
costing 53,000, another $15,000, anoth- 
er 
$30,000, another ?G5,000, the fleet 


of 
pleasure 
boats 
belonging to 
the 


club having cost over S2,000,000; like 
the American Jockey club, to which 
belong men who have a passionate fond- 
ness for horses, fine horses, as had Job 
when, in tho Scriptures, he gives us a 
sketch of that king of beasts, the arch of 
its neck, tho nervousness of its foot, tbo 
majesty of its gait, the whirlwind of its 
power, crying out: "Hast thou clothed his 
neck with thunder? The glory of his nos- 
trils is terrible; hepaweth in the valley 
and rejoiceth in his strength, he saith 
among tho trumpets ha! ha! and hesmell- 
eth the battle afar off, the thunder of the 
captains, and the shouting," like the 
Travelers' club, the Blossom club, the 
Palette club, the Commercial club, the 


_ Liberal club, the Stable Gang club, the 
' Amateur Boat club, the gambling clubs, 


the wine clubs, tbe clubs of all sizes, the 


/ clubs of all morals, clubs as good as good 
' can be and clubs as bad as bad can be, 


clubs innumerable. During the day they 
are comparatively lazy places. 
Hero and 


there an aged man reading a newspaper, 
or an employee dusting a sofa, or a clerk 


, writing up tho accounts, but when the 
\ curtain of the night falls on the natural 


day then the curtain of the clubhouse 


{hoists for the entertainment. 
Let us 


hasten up now tho marble stairs. What 
an imperial hallway! See, here are par- 


' lors on the side, with tho upholstery of tho 


( Kremlin and t"ho Tuiieries, and hero are 
dining halls that challenge you to mention 


, any luxury that they cannot afford, and 


here are galleries with sculpture and 


( paintings and lithographs and drawings 
from tbo best of artists, Cropsoy and 
Bierstadt nnd Church and Hart and 
Gifford—pictures for every mood, whether 
;-ou are impassioned or placid; shipwreck 
ur sunlight over tho sea, Sheridan's rido, 
or the noonday party of tho farmers under 
the trees, foaming deer pursued by tho 
hounds in tho Adirondncks or the sheep 
on tho lawc. On this side there are read- 
!ng rooms whero you find all newspapers 
and magazines. On that side there is a 
library, whero you find all books, from 


I hermeneutics to tho fairy tolc. Coming in 


and out there aro gentlemen, somo of 
whom gray ten minutes, others stay many 
hours. 
Somo of theso aro from luxurious 


homes, and they have excused themselves 
for awhile from tho domestic circle that 
they may enjoy tho larger sociability of 
the clubhouse. Those aro from dismember- 
ed households, and they havo a plain lodg- 
ing somewhere, hut they come to this club- 
foom to have their chiof enjoyment. Ono 
blackball anild ten votes will defeat a 
man's becoming a member. For rowdy- 
Ism, for drunkenness, for gambling, for 
any kind of misdemeanor, a member is 
dropped out. Brilliant clubhouse from top 
to bottom. The chandeliers, the plate, the 
furniture, the companionship, the litera- 
ture, the social prestige, a complete en- 
chantment.

Wo hnston through the hall and down the 
steps and into tho street and from block 
to block until wo come to another stylo of 
clubhoufu. Opening the door, wo find tho 
fumes of strong drink and tonncco some- 
thing almost intolerable.

whflt they nro at from tho flushed chcnk, 
the intent look, thr almost nngry wav of 
tossing tho dine or of moving the "chips."

have a bud improvised for hii» in thoolub- 
house, or two not quite so overcome with 
liquor will conduct him to his father's 
house, and they will ring the doorbell, and 
tho door will open, and tho two imbecile 
escorts will introduce into tho hallway the 
ghastliest and most hellish spectacle that 
over enters a front door—a drunken son. 
If tho dissipating clubhouses of this coun- 
try would make a contract with tho inferno 
to provide it 10,000 men a year, and for 
20 years, on tho condition that no more 
should bo asked of them, the clubhouses 
could afford to mako that contract, for 
they would save homesteads, save fortunes, 
save bodies, minds and souls. 
The 10,000 


men who would be sacrificed by that con- 
tract would bo but a small part of tho 
multitude sacrificed without tho contract. 
But I make a vast difforenco between 
clubs. I httvo belonged to four -clubs—-a 
theological club, a ball club and two liter- 
ary clubs. I got from them physical re- 
juvenation and moral health. 
What shall 


bo tho principle!1 If God will help mo, I 
will lay down three principles by which 
you may judge whether the club whore 
you are a member or the club to which 
you have been invited is a legitimate or 
uu illegitimate clubhouse. 


First of all I want you to tost tho club 


by its influences on homo, if you have a 
homo. I have been told by a prominent 
gentleman in club life that three-fourths 
of tho members of the great clubs of these 
cities are mnrriqd men. That wife soon 
loses her influence over her husband who 
nervously and foolishly looks upon all 
evening absence as an assault on domea- 


• ticity. 
How are the groat enterprises of 


art and literature and beneficence and 
public weal to bo carried on if every man 
is to have his world bounded on one bide 
by his front doorstep and on tho other 
side by his back window, knowing noth- 
ing higher than his own attio or nothing 
lower than his own cellar? That wife 
who becomes jealous of her husband's at- 
tention to art or literature or religioner 
charity is breaking her own scepter of 
conjugal power. 
I know . an instance 


where a •'irifo thought that her husband 
was giving too many nights to Christian 
service, to charitable service, to pruyer 
meetings and to religious convocation. 
She systematically decoyed him away un- 
til now ho attends no church and is on a 
rapid way to destruction, bis morals gone, 
his money gone and, I fear, his soul goto. 
Let any Christian wifo rejoice when her 
husband consecrates evenings to the serv- 
ice of God, or to charity, or to art, or to 
anything elevated, but let not men sacri- 
fice home life to club life. I can point out 
to you a great many names of men who 
are guilty of this sacrilege. 
They are as 


genial as angels at the- clubhouse and as 
ugly as sin at home. They are generous 
on all subjects of wine suppers, yachts and 
fast horses, but they arc stingy about tho 
wife's dress and the children's shoes. 
That man has made that -which might be 
a healthful recreation a usurper of his 
affections, and he has married it, and he 
is guilty of moral bigamy. Under this 
process tho wife, whatever her features, 
becomes uninteresting and homely. Ho 
becomes critical of her, does-not like tho 
dress, docs not like the way she arranges 
her hair, is amazed that he ever was so 
unromaatio as to offer her band and heart. 
She is always wanting money, money 
when she ought to be discussing Eclipses 
and Dexter and Dorby day .and English 
drags with six horses, all answering the 
pull of one "ribbon." 


Clubbed to Death, 


I tell you there are thousands of houses 


in the cities being clubbed to death. There 
aro clubhouses where membership always 
involves domestic shipwreck. Tell me 
that a man has joined a certain club, tell 
me nothing more about him for ten ycnrs, 
and I will writo his history if he be still 
alive. 
The man is a _wino guzzler, his 


wife broken-hearted or prematurely old, 
his fortune gone or reduced and his home 
a mere name in a directory. Hero are sis 
secular nights in the week. "What shall I 
do with them?" says the father and tho 
husband. "I will give four of those nights 
to tho improvement and entertainment of 
my family, either at home or in good 
neighborhood. 
I will dovote ono to chari- 


tablo institutions. I will dovoto one to the 
club." I congratulate you. Here is a 
man who says: 4'I will make a different 
division of tho six nights. 
I will take 


three for the club and three for other pur- 
poses." I tremble. Hero is a man who 
says, "Out of tho six secular nights of the 
week I will devoto flvo to tho clubhouse 
and one to the homo, which night I TV ill 
spend in scowling like a March squall, 
wishing I was out spending it as I had 
spent the other five." That man's obitu- 
ary is written. Not one out of 10,000 that 
Ever gets so far on the wrong road over 
stops. 
Gradually his health will fail 


through late hours and through too much 
stimulus. He will'bc fir.st rate prey for 
erysipelas and rheumatism of the heart. 
Tho doctor, coming in, will at a Blanco GEO 
it is not only present disease no must fight, 
but years of fast living. Tho clergyman, 
for the sake of tho feelings of the family, 
on tho funeral day will only talk in reli- 
gious generalities. Then men who got his 
yacht in the eternal rcpids will not bo at 
tho obsequies. They w,ill have pressing 
engagements that day. They will send 
flowers to tho coffin lid and send their 
wives to utter words of sympathy, but they 
will have engagements elsewhere. They 
nevor come. Bring mo mallet and chisel 
Snd I will cut on tho tombstone that man's 
epitaph, "Blessed arc tho dead who die in 
the Lord." "No," you say, "that wonld 
not be appropriate." "Let mo die tho 
death of the righteous, and let my last end 
bo like his " "Xo," you say, "that would 
not be appropriate," Then givo mo tho 
mnllct and tlio chisel and I will cut an 
honest cpitnph, "Here lies tho Victim of a 
dissipating clubhouse." 


1 think that damage 1s often done by 


tho scions of sonic aristocratic family who 
belong to one of those dissipating club- 
houses. People1 coming up from humbler 
classes fcol it an honor to belong to tho 
san,c club, forgetting the fact that many 
of tho sons and grandsons of thix largo 
commercial establishments of the last gen- 
eration aro now, as to mind, imbecile: as 
to body, disoasod; as to morals, rotten. 
They would have got throrigh their prop- 
erty long ago if they had Imd full posses- 
sion of it, hut tho wily ancestors, who 
earned tho money by hard knocks, foresaw 
bow it was to ho, and thoy tied up every- 
thing in tho will. Now, there Is nothing 
nf that unworthy descendant but his 
grandfather's name and ro/>st beef ro- 
tundity. And yet-how many steamers 
there nre whirh foci honored to lash fust 
that worm eaten tug, though it drags 
them straight into tho breakers. 


Another tost by which you can find 


whether your ctnb is legitimate or illegiti- 
mate—tho effect it has on your secular oc- 
cupation. I can understand how through 
such an institution a roan con reach com- 
mercial successes. I know fiomo men Imvo

Then 
lookout! You and I every day know at 
commercial establishments going to ruin 
through tho nodal excesses of cue or two 
members, thoir fortunes beaten to death 
with ball players' hat, or cut amidships 
by the front prow of tie regatta, or going 
down under tho swift hoofs of the' fast 
hoi-hes, or drowned in largo potations of 
oognoo and mounngahela. Thoir club- 
house was tho "iiooh Earn." Their busi- 
ness house was tho "Vlllo du Havre." 
Thoy struck, and the"Villo du Havre" 
went undor. 


A Test of Merit, 


A third test by which you may know 


whether the club to which yon belong, or 
tho club to whofn membership you aro in- 
vited, is a legitimate club or an illegiti- 
mate club is this: What Is its effect on 
your sen.-,e of ntortil and religious obliga- 
tion? Now, if I should take tho names of 
all tho peoplo in any audience and put 
thorn on a roll and then I should lay that 
roll back of tho organ and 100 years from 
now some one should tako that roll and 
call it from A to Z, there would not one 
of you answer. I say that any association 
that makes mo forget that fact is a bad 
association. Now to many of the cities 
there are two routes, and you cun take the 
Pennsylvania railroad or the Baltimore 
and Ohio; but suppose thnt I hoar that on 
ono route tho track is torn up, and tho 
bridges aro torn down, and tho switches 
aro unlocked? It will not take mo a groat 
while to decide which rood to take. Now, 
hero aro two roads into tho futxiro, tho 
Christian and the un-Christian, tho safe 
and the unsafe. An institution or any as- 
sociation that confuses my idea in regard 
to that fact is a bad institution and a bad 
association. I had prayers beforo I joined 
tho club. Did I have them after? I attend- 
ed the houso of God before I connected 
myself with the club. Since that union 
with the club do I absent myself from re- 
ligious influences? Which would you rathdr 
have in your hand when you como to die, 
a pack of cards or a Bible? Which would 
you rather have pressed to yourlips in the 
closing moment, the cup of Belshazzaroan 
wassail or tho chalice of Christian com- 
munion? Who would you rather have for 
your pallbearers, the elders of a Christian 
church or tho companions whoso conver- 
sation was full of slang and innuendo? 
Who wonld you rather have for your eter- 
nal companions, those men who spend 
their evenings, betting, gambling, swear- 
ing, carousing and telling vile stories or 
your little child, that bright girl whom 
the Lord took? Oh, you would nob have 
been away so much nights, would you, if 
you had known she was going away so 
soon? Dear mo, your houso has never been 
tho same place since. Your wife has nover 
brightened up. She has not got over it; 
Bho never will get over it. How long the 
evenings are, with no one to put to bed 
and no one to tell the beautiful Biblestoryl 
What a pity it is that you cannot spend 
more evenings at home in trying to help 
her bear that sorrow! You can never 
drown that grief in the wine cup. You 
can nevor break away from tho little arms 
that used to be flung around your neck 
when she used to say, "Papa, do stay home 
tonight—do stay homo tonight." You 
will never be able to wipe away from your 
lips the dying kiss of your little girl. 


The fascination 6f a dissipating club- 


house is so great that sometimes a man 
has turned his back on his homo when his 
child was dying of scarlet fever. Ho went 
away. Before he got back at midnight the 
eyes had been closed, the undertaker had 
done his work, and tho wife, worn oat 
with three weeks' watching, lay uncon- 
scious in the next room. Then there is a 
rattling of tho night key in the door, and 
the returned father comes up stairs and 
Bees the empty cradle and the window up. 
He says, "What is the matter?" In God's 
judgment day ho will find out what wns 
tho matter. Oh, man astray, God help 
you! 


Tho influence which some of the club- 


houses are exerting is the more to be de- 
plored because it takes down tho very best 
men. 
The admission feo sifts out the 


penurious and leaves only tho best fellows. 
Thoy are frank, they are generous, they 
ore whole souled, they are talented. • Oh, 
I begrudge the devil such a prize! After 
awhile the frank look will gor'outof tho 
face and the features will be haggard, and 
when talking to you, instead of looking 
you in tho eye, they will look down, and 
every morning the mother will kindly ask, 
"My son, what kept you out so late last 
night?" and ho will make no answer, or 
ho will say, "That's my business." Then 
fomo timo he will come to tho store or the 
hank cross and befogged, and he will neg- 
lect some duty, and after awhjle ha will 
lose his place, and then with nothing to 
do he will come down at 10 o'clock in the 
morning to cursr- the servant because the 
breakfast is cold. The lad who was a clerk 
in the cellar has got to be chief clork in 
the great commercial establishment; tho 
young man who ran errands for the bank 
has got to bo cashier; thousands of tho 
young men who were at the foot of the 
ladder have got to the top of tho ladBer, 
but here goes the victim of the dissipating 
clubhouse, with staggering step and blood- 
shot eye and mud be&pattered hat set side- 
wise on a shock of greasy hair, his cravat 
flashed with cignr ashes. Look at him I

King la Gay FarU. 


Dlnali-SaUfou, formerly king of the 


Nalous, died a few days ogo in the Mili- 
tary hospital of St. Louis, In Senegal. It 
may bo remembered that only two sov- 
ereigns visited the French universal exhi- 
bition of 1889. 
Dinah-Salifou WHS ono, 


and the shah of Persia, the luxurious 
Nasr-cd-dln, was the other. Thoy met ono 
diiy at tho exhibition. The EUtth looted at 
his black cousin from head to foot and 
then turned iiway in contemptuous silence, 
mucii to tho surprise of tho poor negro 
monarch, who felt inclined to -cull him 
out. The sl'uh, liowover, compensated for 
the affront by presenting him with a mag- 
nificent Kkbur, which Dlnuh-Snhfou iiu- 
modmtely Mispeneied to his bolt. It was 
tho happiest day of his life, as Joseph 
Prud'homme would havo said. But, alas, 
his happiness did not hist lon^! There be- 
ing some doubt us to tho authenticity of 
tho African potentate, no reception was 
prepared for his arrival, and ho had to 
lodge in ;i small furnished apartment. 


Every day our negro king, accompanied 


by his nut-en, a corpulent lady dressed in 
Euvagn fashion, went out in on open cub 
to visit tho sights of Paris. 
Behind the 


royal couple came thoir suit, which was 
composed of half a dozen natives, all at- 
tired in what may bo described as rags 
and tatters, and grinning like so muny 
gorillas. His majesty knew nothing of 
tho French language beyond a phraso 
which ho hnd learned, and which he em- 
ployed on ail occasions, from grave to gay, 
Irom lively to severe. "Suis tres content" 
(I am very contented) was tho universal 
phrase in question. One evening Dinah- 
Salifuu, together with his wife and <.t- 
tendnnts, went to the theater of tho Porte 
St. Martin. Tho king -vas dressed in a 
long robe very much like a dressing 
gown, a hat which resembled a wideawake, 
with a tall crown, red babouchos, and by 
his side the sabor which the shah had given 
him. Tho queen worn a white dress, with 
a necklace mudo of colored beads, and a 
small hut of red and yellow velvet. 
As 


regards their suit, thoy put on for the oc- 
casion caftans of various colors, greasy and 
patched up. One of the dignitaries had on 
a pair of red trousers which evidently be- 
longed at ono time to some French soldier. 
Another wns the treasurer of tho king- 
dom, wlio was considered to bo a distin 
gnishcd personage. 


His African majesty was a tall, well 


built man, as black as ebony. 
Tho queou 


was also tall and not without a certain 
grace. But sho was not so black as her 
royal husband. The manager of the thea- 
ter did honor to bis royal guests by plac- 
ing them in one ot the prominent boxes, 
from which they wero able to sec the vvholo 
audience. "Suis tres content," said tho 
king, showing his tongue and indicating 
thereby that he was thirsty. Beer was 
brought tu them, and as thoy drank it the 
orchestra struck up a "bamboula," which 
delighted them beyond measure. The per- 
formance passed off all right, savo that tho 
queen fell asleop and set to snoring so 
loudly that sho had to bo removed to a 
back seat. The kinp preserved a more 
dignified attitude. Upright and immobile, 
with his right hand on his saber, he fol- 
lowed tho representation. Now and then 
he looked at the audience, and a few cries 
of "Vive Dinah!" were raised, whoreon 
he bowed gracefully and exclaimed, "Suis 
tres content!" Tho news soon spread that 
Dinah-Salifou and his suit wero inside, 
and in a few minutes tho theater was be- 
sieged by a large crowd curious to soo 
them. 
When tho dark monarch appeared 


at tho door, ho wns greeted with all sorts 
of cries, to which, he responded by clap- 
ping his bands. 
It was some time belore 


tho royal couple and their attendants could 
bo pushed into cubs, but, alas, such was 
tho crowd that it was impossible to move 
on. The police wero powerless to clear the 
way, and renewed cries of "Vivo Dinah! 
Vivo Ics moric.iuds!" echoed on all sides. 


Dinah-Halifoiisuomcdat,first to be agree- 


ably surprised and shook tho hands of all 
near him, excl»iniing''riuistros content!" 
but on seeing the crowd jump on his cab 
and take other liberties with himsolf and 
wife ho began to feel uneasy. Suouenly 
ho rose in groat wrath nnd glaring fero- 
ciously at tho crowd around him cried out 
louder than over, "Suis trca content!" 
which, of course, only increased tho mer- 
riment ot the spectators. 
His fury grow- 


ing grantor, ho wanted to draw his saber 
nnd charge tho crowd, but unfortunately 
tho wwipon "was intended for show only 
and had no blade. 
But for that some dis- 


aster might have occurred. 


Llis misfortunes, however, did not end 


hero. A little ragajniiilin, moro audacious 
than the rest, seized hold of his majesty's 
crown and made oil with it. Tho king 
was about to descend from his carriage 
and pursue the urchin, but his queen kept 
him back by tbo tail of his caftan. Tho 
disorder was now complete. 
A strong 


force of police, however, soon arrived, and 
the crown was restored to its owner. Tho 
crowd then mado way for tho royal vehicle, 
and Dinah, who had i-ecovered from his 
indignation, saluted them. 
Tho latter 


again shouted "Vivo Snlifou!" while tho 
black monarch responded with cries of 
"Suis tres content!" and so ended the royal 
adventure.—Paris Letter in London Globe.

Switzerland, IB u native of the French can- 
ton of Lausanne, lie it) a lawyer by pro- 
fession, and for many years has been con- 
sidered the head of tho Left or Itadical 
party. Last year ho was elected vice chair- 
man of tho federal council, tho second 
highest office iu tho littlo mountain repub- 
lic, and this year, in accordance with the 
usual custom, he becomes chairman of 
thatjf body, u post which coines as near to 
that lilled by our chief executive ai any in 
tho Swiss government. 


It should bo understood, however, that 


the president of Switzerland is really u 
very unimportant official. The functions 
of tho ollire aro few and the honor con- 
nected with it small. Practically he is on- 
ly tho chairman of tho bundt'sntth, .1 ful- 
eral council corresponding in u uiwisim; to 
our cabinet. By courtesy hu is called pres- 
ident of tho republic, lie has no rank, 
either civil or military, has no power of 
veto and cannot even so much as pardon a 
criminal. Hoi.--not bothered by oftice seek- 
ers, because ho has no offices to distribute. 
Although merely a figurehead he i* a hard 
worked ofllcial, for besides acting as chair- 
man of the federal council bo is ex of'icio 
tho minister of state and the minister of 
foreign affair.-'. 


Tho members of tho federal council arc 


chosen by tho national council and aro iil- 
ways members of the tipper- branch of 
that body. This branch is known as the 
stainderath, and is something similar to 
our senate, while the lower branch is calleu

the nationalrath. These bodies are elected 
every three years by direct voto of tho 
people. Tho members of the two cham- 
bers are simply good business men who 
have won a commercial standing in their 
cantons and are thus thought worthy to 
be intrusted with the business of the na- 
tion.

no chance at all of election in Switzer- 
land, and most of our political methods 
would fail there.

The session of the lower house of rep_ 


resentatives ot Washington Saturday 
afternoon was given up, in accordance 
with the special order, to eulogies on the 
late Representative Ashley B. AVright 
of the first Massachusetts district. There 
were several speakers, but George P. 
Lawrence of this city, Mr. Wright's 
successor, delivered the chief address. 


It was Mrs Lawrence's first effort in 


congress and a large audience assembled 
to hear him speak. He made a most 
favorable impression, and showed the re- 
sults of his previous legislative experience 
in the ease with which he apoke. His 
address was as follows: 


"On the evening of Saturday, August 


14, 1897, the people whom I have the 
honor to represent were shocked and sad- 
dened by the announcement that Ashley 
B. Wright, their honored representative 
in congress had passed away. Death had 
come suddenly, the result of an apoplec- 
tic shock. Without an instant's warning 
a strong man had fallen. A life of rare 
usefulness was ended, 


"It is hard to understand why such a. 


man should have been taken away. Be- 
loved in his home, relied upon by his bus- 
iness associates, trusted and honored by 
the people among whom he lived, he 
could have looked forward to many year8 
of happiness and effective service, 


"When a man dies at his post, in the 


midst of a useful career as a member of 
this House, it is fitting that business 
should be suspended in order that his 
brother members may have an opportu- 
nity to pay affectionate and sincere tri- 
butes to his memory. The plain, inas- 
suming, earnest man whom we honor 
today is worthy of this mark of respect- 
A kind neighbor, a devoted husband, an 
honest public servant has gone, but he 
will live in the memory of the people of 
his beloved commonwealth for as a pub~ 
lie man his obligations had been consci- 
entiously performed and his whole life 
had been characterized by service for his 
feliowmen. 


'•Ashley Bascom Wright was born in 


Hinsdale, Mass., among the Berkshire 
Hills, on May 25, 1841. He was of New 
England stock. His father was an early 
Free Soiler, one of the pioneer Republic- 
ans of Massachusetts—a man of sterling 
integrity who held to the day of his death 
the respect of the entire community in 
which he lived. His mother was a grac- 
ious, conscientious woman of true New 
England type. ' Theirs was a happy 
Christian home and its uplifting and in- 
spiring influence was a controlling factor 
in the life of our friend. 


"Mr. Wright was educated in the pub- 


lic schools of Hinsdale and at Lincoln 
academy. Upon completing the course at 
the latter place, he secured a position in 
a mercantile establishment in his native 
town. He was pre-eminently a business 
man, and until his election to congres3 
was actively engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits. His business career was marked by 
honesty and thoroughness, the same 
principles which governed his-public life. 
At the time of his death he was a director 
of the Adams National bank of North 
Adams and a member of the board of in- 
vestment of the North Adams Savings 
bank, to both of which institutions his 
services were of great value. 


"In 1862 Mr. WriSht went to North Ad- 


ams, Massachusetts, to accept a position 
as chief deputy in the internal revenue 
office and from that time until his death 
was thoroughly identified with the wel- 
fare and prosperity of the thriving city. 
Mr. Wright was a modest, practical, able 
man—a trained man of affairs, systematic 
and conscientious in the performance of 
his duties to a remarkable degree. A suc- 
cessful business man, he never shirked 
the responsibilities of citizenship. Dr. 
Munger once said, "Exclusive devotion to 
his home makes one weak; to business, 
selfish. A hearty and practical interest 
ic the state alone can make one strong 
p.nd large." For 35 years he was almost 
constantly employed in some department 
ol public service. Ke was called by ths 
people from one position to another, his 
influence becoming constantly greater,his 
ability keeping step with his opportn-i- 
ties. 
His administration of the official posi- 


tions to which hn was chosen at his home 
was characterized by integrity, careful at- 
tention to detail, thoroughness, sound 
judgment and common senss. Ho was 
always a wise and conservative leader and 
a safe counsellor. In 1884 he was elected 
county commissioner in which position 
he served for three years. In iSS8 he be- 
came a member of the executive council 
of Massachusetts and was re-elected to 
that position in 1889. Tn 1892 he was 
elected from the first Massachusetts dis- 
trict a member of the fifty-third congress 
and was re-elected to the fifty-fourth and 
fifty-fifth congresses. He was serving his 
third term in this body at the time of his 
death. 
"I do not propose to speak of his ser- 


vices as a member of this house; that I 
will leave to those who arc to follow me. 
He was not a debater or a parliamentarian, 
but I om anre that those who served with 
him here wiii uuar witness to the fact 
that his ripened judgment and experience, 
his business capacity and his sound com- 
mon sense were of material assistance in 
carrying on the work of this house—that 
his influence was on the right side. That 
he has a place in the hearts of his associ- 
ates here, I have reason to know. Many 
members hava spoken to me of him, no1 
alone with hearty praUe for his public 
work, but with affectionate expression of 
their own sense of personal loss. Espec- 
ially touching have been the words of 
quick and tender sympathy for the 


8orrowing wife. 
May God comfort her in 


this great bereavement. 


"Mr. Wright was a Republican by in- 


Ijeritance and conviction, he never failed 
in the faith, but he was not a bitter par- 
tisan, He had the judicial temperament 
in a high degree and always treated re- 
spectfully the views of those from whom 
ho differed. His politico,! succowes wore 
not always easy ones. Some of bis battle* 


wore unusually close and earnestly con- 
tested but ho was always cool and kept 
his head. He kept personalities out of 
his campaign and never sought to ad- 
vance his own cause by heaping abuse 
upon an opponent. It was my fortune to 
be in close touch with him in some of his 
campaigns and it is gratifying to be able 
to say that I never beard him, even in 
private conversation, apeaV ill of a pollt- 
'^ul opponent. 


"1 was with him en Thursday before he 


died. Wo drove to Bennington, Vermont, 
With a party of gentlemen with whom \»e 
had been associated in public work^Nevor 
had I seen Mr. Wright in better spirits or 
apparently in better bealth. 
Ha was 


bright, companionable, full of courage 
and hope. It was a happy day—cue long 
to be remembered. Little did I ihlnk as I 
said goodbye to him that evening, that it 
was a last goodbye. It was the last time 
I over saw him. On Saturday >i^ died, 
sincerely 
mourned 
by 
the 
people 


who 
had 
so 
lon# 
known aud 


honored him. The iuueral services 
were simple as he would have had them, 
and loving hands laid him to rest in the 
beautiful Berkshire lc>nd he loved so well. 
His work here is finished. The record is 
made. I have not spoken of him with 
fulsome eulogy. You who knew him 
know that he was the last one who would 
have wished that. I have tried to pay a 
just tribute to worth and fidelity. Ashley 
B. Wright will not be forgotten. In the 
years that are to come his memory will 
be sacredly cherished." 


'flic Many Other Speakers. 


Following Mr. Lawrence's address Con- 


gressmen Qillett, McCall, Knox, Walker, 
Swanson and Northway delivered short 
memorials. They were all glowing trib- 
utes to the dead member, and were 
marked by the restraint which was the 
best testimony to Mr. Wright's influence. 


Mr. Walker spoke briefly as follows: 
"Mr, Wright was a typical Massachu- 


setts business men, a class of men ex- 
ceedingly valuable in the halls of the leg- 
islation, thoroughly appreciative of the 
relation of facts to each other, a man who 
could be relied upon to come to a sound 
conclusion on all questions that came up 
in the house. He was always present a1 
the meetings of his committee, where his 
services were exceptionally valuable. 
While his voice was seldom heard in de- 
bate, his influence for good was far greater 
than that of many excsptionally 
able 


speakers. His service in this house was 
creditable to himself and to Massachu- 
setts, and his death is felt as a personal 
bereavemei t of each member of the dele- 
gation. 


Mr. Gillett said in part: '-No man can 


obtain a very consf iiuous position in this 
house who is not a facile speaker; but 
there is many a member who never opens 
his lips except for a necessary motion< 
who by dint of long experience and ac- 
quaintance wins a reputation for solid 
judgement and safe leadership more help- 
ful than the most brilliant oratory, and 
Mr. Wright's third term of service, so 
sadly interrupted, was winning for him 
this distinction;" 


Mr. McCall, in closing his eulogy, spoke 


as follows: 


"I came"t"o see that the people of the 


Berkshire district had shown 
great 


sense and discernment in selecting their 
representative. 
But the end came sud- 


denly and without warning, at least to us. 
I have no doubt, that his well-spent and 
blameless life ^ppared him to receive 
the summons without fear. He hat been 
snatched from among us and while we are 
deeply touched at the public and our own 
personal loss, we shall warmly cherish 
the memory of his high but modest meriti 
Ms genial and kindly presence and of as 
tender, 'brave and generona a heart as 
ever beat-in human breast."

BIG DAMAGE BY WATER 


A Bad Break in the Marshall 


Street Main This 


Morning. 


SEVERAL CELLARS HALF FILLED 


A Number of Business Men Lose Heav- 


ily. 
Half of the City Without 


Water for Several Hours. 


Damages Will Be 


Demanded. 


A troublesome break, and one that will 


prove quite expensive, occurred on Mar- 
shall street this morning at about 5 
o'clock, when a 16-inch water main gave 
out at a point directly if front of the 
wholesale department of Mulcare & Co., 
bottlers and liquor dealers. 


The water escaped in such quantity 


that there was not force enough left to 
supply the Wilson. As soon as this was 
discovered by the night watchman, James 
Morrissey, he telephoned to Superinten- 
dent Hodge, who hurried down town 
from his home on East Quincy street, and 
as soon as he learned the nature of the 
trouble he telephoned to Lemuel Morgan i 
the watchman at the head of the Broad 
Brook water supply, and had the water 
shut off there. This shut off the supply 
of the whole city north of Main street, 
causing great inconvenience to house- 
holders. Three shoe factories, W. G. 
Cady & Co.'s, N. L. Millard & Uo.'s and 
the Wilkinson & Bliss factory, were un- 
able to start up, having no water for their 
boilers. The Sampson factory was able to 
run, it having a well from which to draw 
its water supply. A little before 9 o'clock 
the water gates shutting off Marshall 
street were closed and the rest of the city 
received its water. Marshall street waa 
also supplied from a 6-inch main which 
runs through that street in addition to 
*he large main. 


When tha, break occurred the water 


escaped in great quantity and with much 
force. The sidewalk in front of Mu o re 
& Co.'s bottling department was under- 
mined and the water went through into 
the cellar under that department and also 
the cellar under the saloon on Centre 
streets It also entered the cellar of A. 
Jaffe's dry goods store on Marshall street 
and the cellars of W. M. Brown, meat 
dealer, and Mrs. M. C, Hogen's bakery. 
The water flowed across the street and 
entered J. G. Kelly!s barbershop, but no 
damage was done there beyond the inter- 
ruption of business and the expense of 
cleaning. 


In some of the cellars the damage was 


heavy. The water was from three to four 
feet deep in Muleare & Co.'s cellars, and 
alpo in Jaffe's cellar, where everything 
waa all afloat. 
Mr. Jaffe's cellar was 


packed with dry goods, notions, etc., a 
large quantity of which were ruined. He 
estimates his Joss at $5,000. Many beer 
pipes leading from Mulcare & Co.'s ceQar 
to the bottling department were broken, 
and there was a general overturning of 
goods of all kinds. Some of the liqnor 
casks which had been tapped and vented 
were filled with water, and the loss on 
stock and appliances will be large, 
besides the damage to the foundation of 
the building. In the cellar under Mrs. 
Hogan's bakery a quantity of jelly, pie 
filling, etc., was ruined and the oven; 
could not be started. The water waa only 
six inches deep under Brown's market; 
and Mr. Brown suffered no loss. " Those,: 
who sustained damages will look to the 
city for settlement. 


The water worked through the ground 


into the cellar of C. C. Kronick's grocery 
store, 9 Center street, and damaged goods 
to the extent of about $100. 


As usual when anything happens, a 


crowd of curious spectators assembled, 
though there was little to be seen except 
by the few who were allowed to look into 
the flooded cellars. 


Superintendent Hodge set a force of 


men promptly at the work of excavation- 
He could not tell whether the pipe had 
burst or the packing had blown out of a 
joint. He said the main was laid only 
eight years ago and he could not under- 
stand what should cause it to give out. A 
section of the new granite paving on 
Marshall street will have to be taken up 
in order to mend the break.
